Company will cut 70 jobs by mid-October as it moves 
candy production from North Chicago to California

Jelly Belly brand jelly beans will no longer be 
made at the North Chicago factory where 
they’ve been produced since 1978. 

The company said Monday that 70 jobs will 
be eliminated by mid-October as it moves pro- 
duction of all Jelly Belly brand candy products 
to its headquarters in Fairfield, Calif. 

The factory will now produce private-label 
food products, which it said “have reported 
double digit growth in recent years.” It also will 
do contract manufacturing. 

Jelly Belly Candy Co., formerly known in 
North Chicago as Goelitz Confectionery Co., 
got its start with candy corn and has been mak- 
ing candy at the Illinois plant since 1913. The 
company is headquartered in California and 
managed by the fourth, fifth and sixth genera- 


tions of the Goelitz family. 

The North Chicago factory also produced 
and shipped chocolate malt balls and candy 
corn. 

The beans, which have wowed consum- 
ers with such novel tastes as Buttered Pop- 
corn, Chili Mango and Toasted Marshmallow, 
launched in 1976, and the company changed its 
name to reflect the booming brand in 2001. 

The brand became wildly popular, in part, 
because former President Ronald Reagan was 
a big fan of the colorful beans, which were 
shipped directly to him from the Goelitz fam- 
ily for the eight years of his presidency. 

“Eliminating positions is a difficult decision 
to make,” Jelly Belly President Bob Simpson 
said in a statement. “This move to private label 
manufacturing is a forward thinking step for 


the best deployment of the Illinois facility and 
the company overall.” 

The company said Monday that workers will 
receive outplacement services and will have 
the opportunity to transfer to other locations 
within the company. 

Eight other companies gave notice with 
the state Monday, including Northfield-based 
Kraft Foods Group, which said 56 drivers in 
Champaign, IIl., could lose their jobs before 
October as it eliminates its private vehicle 
fleet. 

Comcast said it will close an office in Ro- 
meoville, a move that it expects will affect 
112 workers. 

Employers with more than too employees 
are required to give 60 days’ notice of possible 
layoffs under the federal Worker Adjustment 
and Retraining Notification Act when one- 
third of the workforce or more than 500 work- 
ers could be affected.

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Actor Robin Williams dies 
at 63 in apparent suicide

Robin Williams, a comic and sitcom star 
who became an Oscar-winning dramatic ac- 
tor, died Monday at 63 in Marin County. The 
Marin County Sheriff’s Office said he appears 
to have committed suicide. 

The news of the beloved actor’s death 
rocked the nation. Williams dominated on- 
line trending topics. 

Williams, hailed as a comic genius, was a 
star of movies and television for more than 
three decades. He also suffered from sub- 
stance abuse problems. 

The actor “has been battling severe depres- 
sion of late,” his publicist Mara Buxbaum 
said. “This is a tragic and sudden loss. The 


family respectfully asks for their privacy as 
they grieve during this very difficult time.” 

Williams was found unresponsive at his 
home in Tiburon around noon Monday, sher- 
iff’s officials said. He was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

Williams, who introduced his frenetic style 
on the late 1970s TV series “Mork & Mindy,” 
had entered a Minnesota rehabilitation cen- 
ter last month to help him maintain sobriety. 

His representatives said Williams was not 
using drugs or alcohol but had gone to the 
center to “fine-tune and focus” his sobriety. 

Celebrities took to Twitter to react to the 
news and even the White House released a 
statement from President Obama, who called 
the actor “one of a kind.” 

“He made us laugh. He made us cry,” 
Obama said. 


Dubbed “the funniest man alive” by Enter- 
tainment Weekly in 1997, Williams brought 
audiences hours of laughter, putting his imag- 
inative spin on characters in film and televi- 
sion. Williams’ comedic skills reached per- 
haps their apex in the cross-dressing comedy 
“Mrs. Doubtfire” (1993). 

He was lauded for his serious roles as well, 
winning a best supporting actor Oscar for his 
performance as Sean Maguire, the therapist 
who counsels Matt Damon’s math genius in 
“Good Will Hunting’(1997), and receiving 
nominations for “The Fisher King” (1991), 
“Dead Poets Society” (1989) and “Good 
Morning, Vietnam” (1987). 

Born in Chicago in 1951, Williams became 
one of only two students accepted into John 
Houseman’s prestigious acting program at 
Juilliard, the other being Christopher Reeve. 


Williams gained fame as Mork, the bi- 
zaire, suspenders-sporting alien on the sit- 
com “Mork & Mindy,” a spinoff from “Happy 
Days.” Williams departed from the script so 
often that producers intentionally left blank 
moments on pages for Williams to have space 
to indulge his ad-libbing genius. 

Although now common, the tear-up-the- 
script style of improvisation practiced by 
Williams was unusual in major Hollywood 
productions, and the actor seemed able to re- 
write the rules by sheer force of personality— 
or, as was frequently the case where Williams 
was concerned, personalities. 

The actor returned to TV after 32 years last 
year to star in the CBS sitcom “The Crazy 
Ones.” CBS canceled the show in May at the 
end of its first season.

Occasionally in recent 
years, he took on comparable parts (such as 
“The Night Listener” and, in a different way, 
“World’s Greatest Dad”) that allowed him to 
flex these less-explosive muscles. 

He was also the iconic “Mrs. Doubtfire,” 
arole he reportedly planned to return to in 
an upcoming sequel. It’s easy to think of that 
film (which will also hopefully make people 
go back and watch “Tootsie”) and think only 
of the titular housekeeper. That’s OK; Wil-

With wyer-the-top appearances on late- 
night shaws or parts in bad movies like 
*Lecense to Wed,” “Old Dogs,” “Man of the 
Year" or “The Big Wedding,” Williams could 
seer like a joke—like he equated bigger 
and lemeer with funnier, or that if he made 
enough ofa racket he didn’t have to hear 
whether ar not people were laughing. Yet he 
was sqmeme who could seem like an entirely 
difference person to different viewers depend- 
ing onwhen they discovered Williams. Was 
it his freakeut role as Mork from Ork on 
the late-‘;o" sitcom “Mork and Mindy”? The 
club eevrier paranoid about how his partner’s 
effeminate behavior would come off to his 
son’s conservative in-laws in “The Birdcage”? 
The lawyer rediscovering his inner child 
in “Hook”? Many Hollywood vets have a 
diverse assortment of work in their filmog- 
raphy—and this is to say nothing of “Good 
Morning Vietnam,” “Awakenings” or “The 
Fisher King,” other notable efforts I admit- 
tedly still need to catch up on—but Williams 
in particular is someone you can have a wildly 
varied opinion of based on what you have or 
haven't seen him in. 

“That applies to several actors,” you might 
say. “Look at most of Robert De Niro’s 
work in the last decade or two.” True. But 
in De Niro’s disappointing efforts, he was 
merely forgettable. I don’t think I can recall 
a time when Williams disappeared into the 
background. Sometimes that meant he was 
annoying. Sometimes it meant he carried the 
movie. At all times he was present, making 
the wide void he leaves behind seem that 
much more vacant.

Medical marijuana schedule set 


Patients now can apply 
online for later access 


Chicago Tribune 

Patients in Illinois now can get applications 
for medical marijuana online, though the re- 
quests will not be accepted until later this year. 

Officials anticipate that qualifying Illinois 
patients will be granted the permits by early 
2015 and will be able to buy medical pot by 
spring. Applications also are available online 
for doctors and caregivers. 

The state also has posted information 
about business owner applications, show- 
ing the criteria regulators will use to award 
operating licenses in the state’s new medical 
marijuana industry. 

Dispensaries will be chosen through a rat- 
ings system that places the greatest emphasis 


om business arid np rarions plan, Security ancl 
record-keeping and inventory. Cultivation 
center applications will be weighted toward 
applicants’ growing and security plans. Ap- 
plicants must show either that their location 
meets all local zoning requirements, that 
they have applied for local zoning approval 
or that there is no applicable zoning in place 
at their proposed site. 

‘To receive a permit for medical marijuana, 
patients must submit their fingerprints elec- 
tronically through a state-approved business. 
Prospective users also must pass a back- 
ground check showing they have no felony 
convictions for drug possession or violent 
crimes, the applications state, though that 
rule will be waived under certain conditions. 

Patients also must have received an in- 
person examination and certification from a 


doctor treating them: for ane of shur three 
dozen qualifying medical conditians. 

To answer questions about the preacess, 
officials plan to host three public mecrings 
around the state; the Chicago-area hearing 
will be at 10 a.m. Aug. 20 at Northeastern 
Illinois University, Alumni Hall (North), Stu- 
dent Union Building, 5500 N. Sr. Louis “we., 
Chicago. 

Patients with last names beginning with 
A through L may submit their applications 
Sept. 2 to Oct. 31. Patients with last names 
beginning with M through Z may apply tram 
Nov. 1 to Dec. 31. 

Officials anticipate the application wine 
dow for dispensary and cultivation centers 
will be Sept. 8-22.

Protests near St. Louis 
continue for slain teen 


Hundreds of protesters gathered at a subur- 
ban St. Louis police station Monday demand- 
ing murder charges against an officer who 
shot to death an unarmed black teenager over 
the weekend. 

The largely peaceful protests, monitored by 
about 50 police officers in riot gear, took place 
after a night of rioting when demonstrations 
over the death of Michael Brown, 18, turned 
violent. 

About two dozen businesses were damaged 
in the rioting overnight, 32 people were 
arrested and two officers were injured, police 
said.
